Also  a  term  of  free 
high  school  is  now  in  session  in  District  No.  2  (Madison  Village 
Dist.)  for  which  there  will  be  due  the  teacher  at  the  expiration  of 
the  term,  the  sum  of  $80.00 

A  term  of  eight  weeks  was  held  in  the  Fall  at  the  Town 
House,  teachers  Miss  Elsie  M.  Hunnewell,  principal;  assistants, 
Mildred  Patten  and  Cora  L.  Collins.

The  exchange  in  Cyr's  readers  has  not  as  yet  been  fully 
completed,  the  3rd.  reader  of  the  series  not  having  been  put  out 
until  very  recently  One  reason  why  the  expenditure  for  books 
the  past  year  has  been  so  large,  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  books  in  use  in  our  schoo's  were  in  such  bad  condition  as  to 
necessitate  the  purchase  of  new  books  to  replace  them. 

Also  during  the  last  year,  school  appliances,  such  as  paper, 
pencils,  etc.  for  the  use  of  scholars  have  been  furnished  by  the  town. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  at 
least  $350.00  for  the  ensuing  year.

Some 
repairs  were  made  at  the  Town  House  and  seats  put  in,  taken  from 
Dist.  No. 2  Also  some  modern  seats  were  put  in  the  school  house 
in  Dist.  No.  8 

The  school  building  in  D'st  No  8  needs  quite  thorough 
repairing.  It  will  need  a  new  floor,  and  doubtless  floor  timbers. 
It  also  needs  to  be  newly  plastered,  and  black-boards  put  in.  The 
estimated  expense  of  which  will  be  about  $200.00 

The  school  house  in  Dist  No.  5  (Atkinson  Dist  )  a'so  needs 
quite  thorough  repairing,  the  expense  of  which  will  be  consider- 
able 

Your  committee,  at  the  annual  meeting,  will  make  a  report 
upon  the  needs  for  a  school  hou«c  in  Dist.  No    4   (Russell  Dist  ;) 
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also  for  a  school  house  in  Dist  No.  15  (Merrill  Dist.).  A  further 
report  will  also  be  made  by  the  committee,  as  required  by  the  town, 
in  regard  to  repairing  the  Town  House  for  school  purposes. 

Much  interest  on  the  part  of  paren  s  has  been  noted,  which 
fact  cannot  fail  to  please  all  citizens  who  have  the  we1  fare  of  our 
pupils  at  heart
